SPEEDING-UP LINERS’ 
TURN-ROUND 


Immigration Examination 
at Sea 


BRITISH LINES’ PROPOSALS 


The British Liner Committee of the 
General Council of British Shipping 
have submitted to the Minister of 
Transport a memorandum containing 
a plan to expedite the immigration 
examination of oversea passengers 
homeward bound to the United King- 
dom. The text of the memorandum is 
as follows :— 

1. 14 is suggested by the British 
Liner Committee that there be con- 
sidered by the competent authority of 
H.M. Government in the United King- 
dom the adoption of a plan to expedite 
the immigration examination of over- 
sea, passengers homeward hound to the 
United Kingdom. Under such plan, 
passengers would be examined in many 
instances on board ship prior to arrival 
atthe debarkation wharf. Such a 
plan was in effect prior to the war on 
some routes. 

2. On relatively short distance routes 
such as :— 

(a) on ships engaged on U.K.-Con- 
tinental-Scandinayian and Irish 
routes. 

(hb) on North Atlantic routes 

one of H.M. immigration officers as 
occasion may require would be dele- 
gated to sail from the United Kingdom 
for the round trip of a passenger ship 
to undertake and complete the immi- 
gration examination of passengers 
during the passage to the United King- 
dom. 

3. On the longer distance routes, 
such as from South America, South 
Africa. Australia, New Zealand, Orient 
and India, such round trip passage by 
an immigration officer would be umn- 
necessary. 

4. In the case of a vessel on the 
routes mentioned in paragraph 2 by 
which an immigration officer may not 
make ihe round trip and of a vessel 
covered by paragraph 3, the procedure 
suggested would be as follows :— 

When such ship calls at a Con- 
tinental. United Kingdom or Irish 
port prior to arrival at the United 
Kingdom port at which the large 
majority of the passengers is to land, 
arrangements should he made to have 
immigration, officers join such ship 
at such port of call as may be mutu- 
ally agreed hetween the owners and 
the competent authority. Examples 
of ports at which such an ~athadee! 
ment could be operated are as fol- 
lows: Major debarkation port and 
ports at which immigration officers 
would join ship: 


Southampton: Havre. Cherbourg, 
Lisbon, Madeira, Cobh. Gibraltar, 

Pore Said: 

London: Havre. Cherbourg, Naples, 
Marseilles, Southampton. Plymouth, 
Cobh, Gibraltar, Port Said. 

Liverpool: Cohh. Glasgow. Belfast, 
Lisbon. 

GN oi Liverpool, Belfast. 


. Tn the case of a ship which does 
P call at a port prior to arrival at the 
major passenger debarkation port, and 
in the case of a ship on which the 
boarding of immigration officers at a 
port of call is impracticable or unneces- 
sary. plans could he made in many 
instances under which immigration 
officers would join the ship at a pilot 
station or other convenient place prior 
to arrival at major debarkation wharf. 

6. The ship's staff would have 
arrangements set out in advance to 
enable the examination to commence as 
speedily as possible after the immigra- 
tion officers have boarded the ship, and 
in many instances it would be com- 
pleted prior to arrival at the major 
debarkation port. 

7. To determine the adequate num- 
her of immigration officers which would 
he required to achieve the objective in 
mind for each port. meetings of all 
companies interested would be con- 
vened at each port and a recommenda- 
tion submitted to the competent 
authority for consideration. 

8. It is recognised that the provision 
required by the lines would vary for, 
say. the ‘* peak “’ passenger season 
compared with the “` quiet ’’ season 
nnd, in some instances, from voyage to 
voyage depending on the number of 
passengers. 

9. It is desired further to make clear 
that the British Liner Committee in 
the submission of the foregoing pro- 
posals wish it to he understood that 
such are not to be regarded as an 
alternative to the abolition as speedily 
as practicable of the need for pass- 
ports. visas and of other such forms of 
routine which the committee believes 
to be a handicap to the efficient pro- 
moiion and handling of oversea pas- 
senger traffic. 

10. lf H.M. Government agrees in 
principle to the proposals outlined in 
the foregoing, the British Taner Com- 
mittee would be prepared to pursue the 
subject by convening meetings of the 
interested companies at each port. to 
which the representatives of foreign 
flag lines interested would be invited, 


as well as those of the British and 
Dominion lines. 
1i. The British Liner Committee 


ventures to express the opinion that, 
if H.M. Government in the United 
Kingdom takes the initiative in the 
prompt adoption of such proposals as 
are outlined herein, such “initiative 
would help towards a general world- 
wide adoption, which would expedite 
the turn round of passenger vessels. 
The present is the time to establish the 
proposed arrangements to ensure their 
being in effective operation next 
summer,

Tanker Contracts for Belfast 


The British Tanker Company, Ltd.. 
London, has ordered two motor tankers 
of 12,000 tons deadweight from Har- 
land & Wolff, Ltd., Belfast, in addition 
to the vessel to be built at Govan, the 
order for which was placed in June. 
The two newly ordered will be single- 
screw vessels, and the propelling 
machinery will consist of Harland B. & 
W. diesel. The first of the keels will 
be laid in the Victoria yard, following 
yesterday’s launch of the Loch Avon. 
The delivery of the three vessels is to 
be effected in 1948,

Dismantling to Begin Soon 
NEW YORK. Wednesday 

The lulk of the former French liner 
Normandie will be towed within a few 
days from Brooklyn to Port Newark, 
wheresscrapping will begin at once. 
Lipseti. tne.. the shipbreakers who 
bought her for $161.680, have rented 
a pier at Port Newark from the United 
States Navy for $25,000 to receive the 
Normandie. When the hulk was re- 
moved in January. 1944, to her present 
berth. 18 tugs were needed to take 
the ship through the traffic of New 
York harbour. 

The Port Newark pier is on a channel 
300 ft. wide, and the Normandie can be 
moored there without interfering with 
harbour traffic, said Mr. Julius Lipsett. 
vice-president of the shipbreaking com- 
pany. Tle estimated that the ship 
will be demolished to her waterline 
within eight months and that from 1000 
to 1500 tons of scrap steel will he re- 
covered each week.

COAL EXPORTS 


No Prospect of Improvement 


From Our Own Correspondent 


CARDIFT, Wednesday 

From the figures issued last week 
by the G.W.R. regarding the six 
Sonth Wales ports it appears that ship- 
ments of coal and coke for the whole 
of this year will be abont 5,000,000 
tons. The total includes all coke and 
coal shipped both as cargo and bunkers 


to home as well as foreign ports. In 
the last pre-war complete year for 


which returns are available, 1938, ship- 
ments from these six ports amounted 
to more than 19.000.000 tons. 

Practically the only coal being 
shipped at present is a small quantity 
of the very poorest sorts for Eire. 
Apart from this, shipments as cargo 
abroad are almost completely limited 
to a little coke hreeze. As home 
demand continues heavy and collieries 
generally already hold sufficient busi- 
ness in haud to account for almost the 
whole of their potential outputs over 
the whole of December and well into 
January there is little likelihood of any 
early improvement. 

There were a couple 
strikes during last week. At the Fern- 
dale No. } Pit in the Rhondda 34 men 
staged a 36-hour strike. They sought 
a revision of the price list, and food 
had to he taken down to them by lodge 
officials of the Mineworkers’ Union. 
They reached their decision to come up 
after they had heen advised that the 
management refused to discuss their 
complaints until normal working was 
resumed. At the Cwmgorse Colliery 
in West Wales six miners staged a 
stay-in strike following a dispute with.

the guaranteed wage for a week they 
failed to attend for work owing to the 
‘hus strike in the area.

COLLISION @FF CHEBUCTO HEAD 
ROYAL NETHERLANDS GOVERN- 
MENT v. OFFICER IN CHARGE OF 

S.S. “EMPIRE OPOSSUM ” 

Before Mr. Justice WILLMER, sitting 

with Captain W. R. CHAPLIN and 

Captain G. C. H. Noakes, Elder 

Brethren of Trinity House 

The hearing was continued of this action 
in which the Royal Netherlands Govern- 
ment, bailees in possession of the steam- 
ship Stad Arnhem, claimed against Mr. 
Henry Noble Clarke, officer in charge of 
the steamship Empire Opossum, damages 
for a collision off Chebucto Head, in the 
approaches to Halifax Harbour, shortly 
before 10 a.m, on July 5. 1943. Defen- 
dant put the blame for the collision on 
the Stad Arnhem. 

The previous proceedings were reported 
in Lioyp’s List of July 6 last. 

Mr, K. S. Carpmael, K.C., and Mr. Waldo 
Porges (instructed by Messrs. Middleton, 
Lewis & Clarke) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; Mr. Owen L. Bateson, K.C., and Mr. 
J. V. Naisby (instructed by the Treasury 
Solicitor) represented the defendant. 

Evidence was heard and the proceed- 
ings were again adjourned, 


ADMIRALTY DIVISION 


(IN PRIZE] 
Wednesday, Nov. 27, 1946 


Before the PRESIDENT 
(Lord Merriman) 

CLAIM TO FREIGHT EARNED 
BEFORE ENTRY INTO THE WAR 
The President continued the hearing of 

the claim of Mr, J, C. Burleigh, controller 
of the London branch of Nippon Yusen 
Kaisya, to the freight on part cargoes 
{aken from the Japanese steamer Sado 
Maru. The cargoes were taken out of the 
ship and the ship allowed to proceed at a 
time before Japan became a belligerent. 

The previous proceedings were reported 
in Luoyn’s Lisr of Nov. 27. 

Mr. A. J. Hodgson (instructed by 
Messrs. Simmons & Simmons) appeared for 
Mr. Burleigh; Mr, J. V. Nesbitt (instructed 
by the Treasury Solicitor) represented the 
Procurator-General, who asked for con- 
demnation of the freight on behalf of the 
Crown, 

Mr. Nessrrr quoted the cases of the 
Eleanor Charlotta and the Sophia 
Amelia in Rothery’s “Prize Droits” to 
show that) at. the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century freight might be claimed 
as prize though the property was neutral 
when hostilities broke out. One was back 
at the time of the Baltle of Copenhagen, 
Counsel said. The cargo which had heen 
stopped was Prussian property taken 
before Prussia entered into hostilities. 

The Prestpenr observed that that, was 
in the old days of embargo and Mt. 
Nesbitt, said anything detained under the 
embargo was liable to seizure as prize 
and adjudication in the Prize Court on 
outbreak of hostilities. The citation was 
of a neutral vessel brought into the contra- 
band control area, for examination of 
cargo or papers, hostilities at that moment 
breaking out, That made the property in 
the porsersion of the Crown liable io: con- 
demnation, for it was the property of the 
new enemy. 

Mr. Nessitr said the property was seized 
when the country for which it was destined 
was not at war, taken under the mistaken 
impression that it was enemy and found 
io be neutral, it had not yet been released 
when the country for which if was 
destined entered the war; it became enemy 
property and in that moment liable to 
condemnation. 

The PRESIDENT said these cases seemed 
quite illustrative of the principle for which 
Mr. Nesbitt. contended in seeking to apply 
ii to freight. Mr. Neshitt. placed old erh- 
bargo and present detention for examina- 
tion upon the same footing. 

Mr. Neset explained that most of the 
detained cargo from the Sedo Maru had 
been condemned. Out of the proceeds, 
freight, or compensation for freight, was 
payable. Until it; was paid it was still in 
the Court in the proceeds account. The 
fame view must be extended to the freight 
on a parcel of cargo which had not been 
condemned, A neutral owner of cargo 
would be liable to pay freight to the 
neutral owner of a ship, though the cargo 
could not have been carried to its bill 
of lading destination, There was autho- 
rity for that, though freight might be 
recoverable as a whole only on the total 
conclusion of the voyage. It was laid 
down by Lord Stowell that freight was 
payable notwithstanding that the cargo 
had not, been carried to its destination. 
As to the cargo released from the Sado 
Maru, it was released subject to freight. 
It was released expressly subject to stich 
rights, if any, as the shipowner had for 
the cargo at the date of seizure, So that 
there was no freight to which the controller 
of the London branch of Nippon Yusen 
Knisva could lay claim. 

The PRESIDENT: The Crown's title to 
freight, on the released cargo depends on 
the conditions of the release—the stipula- 
tion that it was under the same liability 
to freight as the rest, 

Mr. Nessrrr: The actual sum for freight 
was retained. 

Mr. Honason intervened to shorten ihe 
proceedings by saying that he conceded 
that, if thete were “hostile intention " 
underlying an embargo the property 
seized or detained with a “hostile 
intention “ could pasa as prize to the 
Crown, Rut. there must he “hostile 
intention ” before seizure. 

The PRESIDENT: You say that if there 
is a hostile intention at the time of deten- 
tion before hostilities—if the detention of 
the corpus which is subsequently claimed 
was originally with direct hostile intent— 
you are prepared to concede that subse- 
quent outbreak of hostilities makes the 
property liable to be seized by the Crown? 


Mr. Hopeson: But there must be a 
hostile intention at the moment of 
detention. 


The PRESIDENT: Then you will have to 
answer these two questions: (1) How can 
the intention of a detainer, whose right is 
in every way higher than embargo—be 
other than hostile? and (2) a fortiori—if 
in the corpus seized, and in fact after- 
ward condemned, there is included the 
thing which is the subject of the present 
discussion ? 

The President added that there was 4 
clear exposition hy Lord Stowell of the 
fact that the cnstomary international prac- 


ihe highest justification of the-seizure of 
property of another national before the 
outbreak of hostilities. It was the sort 
of thing done when there were no tele- 
graphs and it was anticipated that hostili- 
ties were baund to break out. If was 
an international custom—everyhody did 
it. If hostilities did not break out some 
course could be taken to soothe ruffled 
feelings. But how could the detention he 
other than trespass? And if trespass, how 
could it be done with anything hui hostile 
intent ? 

Mr. Hopason said he should like to 
reflect upon that. On the second question 
there was the expression in the Fortuna, 
in Mr. Rothery's hook “the freight is in 
the cargo,” 

The PRESIDENT: Supposing yon cannot. 
give me a satisfactory answer to the first 
question the second does not. arise. 

Mr, Hopa@son said that, on the second 
point he should want to argue before the 
Court that the expression “the freight is 
in the cargo” was inaccurate. 

The PRESIDENT : There is also the phrase 
“the freight is not dependent on the ship 
but as a thing reserved in judgment on 
the goods uliimately condemned.” That 
seems to me to be a more expanded and 
a very accurate way of expressing the 
same proposition. 

Mr. Hopaeson thought the freight was a 
chose-in-action and was not included in 
the cargo. What was included in the 
cargo wag the security for the chose-in- 
action—which was a very different thing. 

The PRESIDENT: You cannot suggest 
freight is not subject to condemnation, 
and you cannot condemn something which 
has not been captured. If it is the sub- 
ject of seizure, where is it? It must be 
in the Court somewhere, and that is the 
hypothesis that the Admiralty Marshal 
has it. The Naval Prize Act of ‘64—-0 
thing sometimes overlooked in the latest 
war—lays down that there is an obliga- 
tion forthwith to put the thing seized into 
the custody of the Admiralty Marshal. 

Mr. Honason suggested that the freight 
in the present case had never been seized, 
The security, the cargo, had been seized 
and the proceeds were in Court. 

The PRESIDENT: But where the goods 
have not been condemned, the exact sum 
of money for the freight. has been retained 
in Court awaiting this decision, You have 
two awkward points to face. 


Mr. Hopason said Mr. Burleigh, the 
Controller, acting for the Board of 
Trade, had to collect assets in the 
London branch of the company to 
pay to creditors who were not enemy, 
and this only asset he found to 
be, subject to prize jurisdiction, He 


therefore came for the direction of the 
Prize Court. He only desired to know 


where he stood administratively and 
wished to carry out what the Court 
directed. 


The PRESIDENT invited Mr. Hodgson to 
face Mr. Nesbitt's proposition. Admitting 
that, if Japan had remained neutral, com- 
pensation in lien of freight would have 
been payable in respect of ithe cargo, 
whether ihe cargo was condemned or re- 
leased. The fact that Japan subsequently 
became belligerent made the freight, 
which was notionally still in this coun- 
try, liable to condemnation—as the ship 
herself would have been, had she not 
proceeded on her voyage before Japan 
became belligerent. Mr, Nesbitt. had an 
alternative point, that campensation in 
lieu of freight was not an asset of the Lon- 
don branch of this company, and there- 
fore was not recoverable by this claimant 
in any circumstances. 

Mr. Honason said the Crown expected 
that a claim for compensation in lieu of 
freight would be directed against these 
proceeds; therefore the fact that the pro- 
ceeds of the cargo were retained in this 
country had no direct, or hostile intention 
as far as the shipowners’ claim for freight 
was concerned. Sir William Scott. (before 
he became Lord Stowell) spoke of {he 
“direct hostile character of the original 
seizure,” but, there never had been—Mr. 
Hodgson insisted—any hostile seizure of 
this freight. 

The PRESIDENT: The Sodo Maru was 
allowed to proceed without ever having 
been arrested. 

Mr. Hopa@son said he had examined 
cases cited for the Crown, and he found 
that in all was an origiual forceful inten- 
tion directed against the corpus which 
was seized and afterwards condemned. 

The PRESIDENT asked what was the 
actual corpus in the case of freight, for 
it was limited property they were con- 
sidering. Absence of hostile intention 
against the ship was not the question. 

Mr. Hopgson argued that, the hostile 
act necessary for condemnation had not 
happened to this freight. In a ship 
searched without intention 10 arrest her 
there never could be any hostile intention 
towards the freight. 

The hearing was adjourned to Thursday. 
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NORWAY AND U.S. LOAN 


Opposition by Shipping Interests 
OSLO. Wednesday 

A requirement that United States 
shipping must be used for the delivery 
of goods bought in America by Norway 
under the new American loan to Nor- 
way cnused considerable opposition 
when the lonn agreement was debated 
in the Norwegian Parliament, it is now 


revenled in a report of the secret 
debate. 

The debate, when the Norwegian 
Parlinment decided to ratify its 
government's agreement for a 


50,000,000 dollar loan, was held on 
Oct. 23. The proposal was approved by 
72 votes to 69. The exclusive reserva- 
tion of shipments to its own vessels by 
a great power, to the detriment of a 
small ally. was described in the debate 
as hardly consonant with the principles 
of a free world economy. The Nor- 
wegian Press points out the supreme 
importance of the shipping industry 
to Norwegian economy. The Norwegian 
merchant marine, it says. although 
crippled through heavy war losses, 
must be given a fair chance to take 
part in international competition to 
help rebuild the economie life of the 
country.—B.U.P.

One 
local firm alone has orders on its 
books amounting to about £2,000,000, 
of which £1,500,000 is for the home 
market and the remainder for 
export. 

Another highlight in export anti- 
cipations is a project to establish a 
branch in Bristol of the Société 
Internationale ‘‘ Vasta,” one of the 
largest export and import concerns 
in Europe. I am told that Mr. J. 
Gulley, export manager of Messrs. 
Knee Bros., who has recently re- 
turned from Brussels, where 
“ Vesta ”? has its headquarters, has 
completed negotiations with the 
international concern, and already 
orders to the value of £1,000,000 have 
been received. Pending the registra- 
tion of the company in England, 
Messrs. Knee Bros. and Mark Whit- 
will & Son, Ltd., are acting as 
“ Vasta” agents, with the co-opera- 
tion of the Board of Trade and the 
Ministry of Supply. 


Object of “ Vasta” 

Mr. Gulley has stated that the 
object of “ Vasta ” in establishing 
a large branch in England is to 
overcome the excessive expenditure 
and many difficulties experienced in 
transhipping British goods and 
obviate the necessity of importing 
large quantities into Belgium for 
re-export to countries oversea. A 
representative of Messrs. Mark 
Whitwill & Son has expressed the 
hope that shipowners will co-operate 
in bringing ships to Bristol and give 
the port the opportunity of proving 
that it is capable of handling a big 
export traffic. Bristol’s achieve- 
ments during two wars have already 
demonstrated the port’s capabilities 
in thig direction. 

The release to the Port Authority 
of the Chittening Estate, which was 
used during the war for aircraft 
production, has provided further 
incentive to push forward plans for 
its development. At the annual 
meeting of the Docks Committee 
Alderman A. W. S. Burgess an- 
nounced that plans have been sub- 
mitted to the Ministry of Transport 
for first-stage developments at Chit- 
tening, including the provision of 
roads and railways, and it is hoped 


This appliedlactivities are linked with docks 


either in the matter of imports or 
exports. The scheme of develop- 
ment provides for a rail network 
which will link many of the factory 
buildings with the dockside and 
with the main line systems of the 
railway companies. 


Water Supply 

Closely allied with projected 
developments at Chittening ig a 
piece of work which is being carried 
out on another Corporation estate— 
that at Blaise Castle, nearly three 
miles from Avonmouth Docks. The 
objective is to provide an additional 
supply of water for industrial pur- 
poses at the docks. In a previous 


article reference was made to a suc- 
cessful boring at the Blaise Castle 
estate. Practically the whole of the 
water emanating from this particu- 
lar source, however, is consumed by 
one extensive industrial undertaking 
at Avonmouth, Accordingly the port 
authorities were compelled to seek 
ways and means of augmenting the 
supply, and a second boring was 
decided upon, and the most appro- 
priate site, offering a hopeful 
prospect, was at the Blaise Castle 
estate. It is intended to sink the 
bore hole to a depth vf 500 ft. 

The operation is a long and 
tedious one, solid limestone rock 
having to be penetrated. An official 
of the docks engineering depart-|* 
ment has told me that satisfactory 
progress is being made and that the 
bore hole is now approaching the 
200 ft. depth mark, He added that 
the prospects of obtaining a second 
source of supply from Blaise were 
encouraging. From another source 
I learn that it is certain that the 
water is there—it is a question of 
harnessing it. Once it is “ tapped a2 
its transfer to Avonmouth is not 
likely. to present any difficulty, 
arrangements having been already 
made for the necessary pumping 
plant. 

Regarding the actual shipping 
trade of the port, most sections are 
showing encouraging signs of im- 
provement. The berth trades have 
been well represented during, the 
last three months, and the prospects 
for the future, both near and dis- 
tant, give grounds for optimism. In 
recent weeks arrivals from Australia 
have been particularly numerous 
and the United States services have 
also displayed considerable activity. 


Grain Trade 


The volume of grain coming along 
is not up to the pre-war level, but 
signs of improvement in this direc. 
tion are not lacking. Last month I 
referred to the resumption of 
the Dene Line service from 
Argentina and I am now able 
to record the arrival, in the 
steamer King Robert, of the 
first big consignment of feeding 
stuffs to reach Avonmouth from the 
River Plate since 1940. 

At the City Docks some of the 
Continental services are improving 
in the matter of frequency and

regularity. Particularly is this 
noticeable in the Scandinavian ser- 
vices, arrivals from Swedish ports 
being especially numerous. The Ant- 
werp trade, too, is practically up to 
pre-war standard. Wines and spirits 
for Christmas are coming along in 
increasing quantities; one steamer 
alone has discharged 11,000 cases 
and 1800 casks from Spain and 
Portugal. 

The work of renewing the lock 
gates at Portishead Dock and the 
entrance lock at Cumberland Basin, 
City Docks, is proceeding satisfac- 
torily. One leaf is already in posi- 
tion at Portishead, and it is 
expected that both gates at Cumber- 
land Basin will have been fitted 
before Christmas. 

Alderman Burgess, in his report 
at the annual meeting of the Docks 
Committee, gave the foreign imports 
figures for the seven months of the 
port’s financial year to Oct. 31, and 
the comparative totals for the cor- 
responding period in the last pre- 


war. year. They were as follows: 
294 vessels, totalling 961,552 tons, 
carrying 1,534,043 tons of cargo, as 
compared with 671 vessels, totalling 
1,819,296 tons, carrying 1,824,068 
tons of cargo, in the corresponding 
period of 1938. 


AVONSIDE NOTES 


Mr. H. S$, Young 


The appointment of Mr. H. S. 
Young as assistant general manager 
to the Port of Bristol Authority 
is approved for various reasons, 
chief ameng which are that he 
has the business of the port at 
his finger tips, and is also pos- 
sessed of a genial disposition. <A 
sub-committee of the Docks Com- 
mittee had interviewed a number of 


candidates for the post before their | 


choice fell on Mr. Young. Entering 
the service of the Authority as a 
youth in 1920, Mr. Young has served 
in most of the departments of 
the docks undertaking and has 
acquired a wide experience of traffic 
working and operating. He is an 
active member of the Institute of 
Transport. 


Quick Dispatch 

The Donaldson Line, of Glasgow, 
through their local agents, Cunard 
White Star, Ltd., were not slow in 
acknowledging some good work by 
the dockers at Avonmouth in dis- 
patching the steamer Parthenia, 
which was urgently required on the 
Clyde to load in the Pacific Coast 
berth. Within eight days of her 
arrival at Avonmouth, fully laden 
from Halifax and Montreal, the 
Parthenia \eft for the Clyde. In the 
meantime 6300 tons of cargo, consist- 
ing mainly of aluminium, timber 
and apples, had been discharged. 
The Donaldson Line extended con- 
gratulations to all who had contri- 
buted towards the good dispatch. 
Their Canadian service to Avon- 
mouth is now practically on a peace- 
time basis, with regular and fre- 
quent arrivals and sailings. 


Shipyard Work 


There has been no lack of repair 
work in the shipyards and engineer- 
ing shops at Bristol and Avonmouth, 
all firms having as much business as 
they can cope with at present. In 
regard to pew work many inquiries 
are circulating for work which 
would be suited to the local capacity. 
Charles Hill & Sons, Ltd., have 
secured contracts from the Crown 
Agents for two hopper barges for 
service at Haifa, and work on them 
will commence early in the New 
Year. Other work in progress at 
Albion Dockyard includes a tender 
for Trinity House which, it is ex- 
pected, will be launched in the New 
Year. One of the four tugs which 
Messrs. Hill are building for export 
to Ceylon has completed successful 
trials and is awaiting an export 
steamer. 


Mr. H. R. Brown

Mr. Sydney R. Cosford

he is now chairman and managing 
director. After half a century in 
the shipping business he still 
cherishes the 5s. piece given to him, 
as an unpaid apprentice, at Christ- 
mas, 1896, by his first chief. In 
recent years he has not enjoyed the 
best of health, but continues to take 
a very active part in his firm’s 
business and finds time to carry out 
public service in many directions, 
especially to the seafaring com- 
munity. 


Mr. Ernest S. Ray 


For the greater part of a century, 
the Ray family, of Pill, formerly the 
recognised home of the pilots, has 
been associated with the Bristol 
Pilotage service, and for about 30 
years the family connection was 
maintained by three brothers, 
Messrs. Ernest, William and Sidney 
Ray. The last-named is now the sole 
survivor of the brothers, Mr. 
William Ray having passed away 
four years ago, while Mr. Ernest 
died suddenly last month, though he 
had suffered ill-health for some 
years. All three brothers were 
popular favourites, not only in the 
profession, but among a host of 
other friends in business and private 
life. This fact was demonstrated at 
the funeral of Mr. Ernest S. Ray, 
at which an unusually representa- 
tive gathering attended. He was the 
only one of the three brothers who 
clung to his birthplace and the 
traditional home of followers of the 
pilotage profession for residential 
purposes, 


Mr. E. G. Corner 

The retirement of Mr. E. G. 
Corner removes from the Docks 
offices in Queen Square one of the 
best known figures in local shipping 
circles. For 48 years he was asso- 
ciated with the shipping industry— 
a connection which began in 1898 
when he became a clerk in the local 
office of Elder Dempster & Co., Ltd. 
Transferring to the Canadian 
Pacific Line when that concern took 
over the Canadian business of 
Messrs. Elder Dempster,he went to 
London after a time. Two years 
later he returned to Bristol to join 
the staff of the Port of Bristol 
Authority. He passed through 
several departments of the docks 
undertaking and eventually became 
one of the assistants to the general 
manager, a position he held at the 
time of his retirement. 


Mr. R. Fenton 

Forty-seven years in the engineer- 
ing department of Bristol Docks 
is the proud record of Mr. Robert 
Fenton, who has recently retired 
from the post of Assistant Civil 
Engineer to the Port Authority. 
Practically the whole of his service 
has been performed at Avonmouth 
Docks, where he is held in high 
esteem, as well as in the city. He is 
well known to contractors, ship sur- 
veyors and many others whose busi- 
ness lies at the docks. Mr. Fenton’s 
family has probably a longer associa- 
tion than any other with the Docks 
Engineers department, with which 
his father and grandfather were 
associated. He has played a promi- 
ment part in most of the port’s 
important developments, particu- 
larly at Avonmouth Docks, 


Captain W. E. Long 


By the death of Captain W. E. 
Long, Bristol Shiplovers’ Society 
has lost one of their oldest mem- 
bers. He was aged 86. Serving his 
apprenticeship in sail, he com- 
manded in both sail and steam. Inti- 
mate aquaintance with Bristol began 
when he commanded the steam yacht 
Sabrina, which was owned by Lord 
Winterstoke, the former Sir William 
Henry Wills. For services at sea 
during the 1914-18 war he was 
appointed M.B.E. On his retire- 
ment 20 years ago he came to live in 
Bristol. Captain Long was well- 
known to local Freemasons, but he 
was a member of a Gosport lodge. 
He leaves a widow, two sons and a 


daughter.

MR. H. BARRACLOUGH’S 
ADDRESS 


The ninth annual general meeting of 
the Dene Shipping Company, Ltd., was 
held yesterday at Winchester House, 
Old Broad Street, London, E.C., Mr. 
Henry Barraclough, the chairman, pre- 
siding. 

The secretary (Mr. E. S. Thompson) 
read the notice convening the meeting 
and Mr. C. McAuley; of the auditors 
(Messrs. James Todd & Co.), read the 
report of his firm. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, the 
report and accounts have been eircu- 
lated and I presume you will take them 
as read? (Agreed.) The trading profit 
for the year at £33,292 shows a decline 
of £1123 from that of last year, but 
the figures are not comparable, because 
in last year’s profit there was included 
a sum of approximately £4600 addi- 
tional hire received during the year, 
but not applicable to the year covered 
by the accounts. 

Before striking the profit figure, nor- 
mal depreciation was charged on our 
one remaining vessel. 

You will observe in the appropriation 
account that we have established a staff 
pension fund with an initial amount of 
£2000. a step with which we feel you 
will heartily agree. 


RESULT OF YEAR'S OPERATIONS 

After providing for taxation and de- 
ducting from the available balance the 
cost of the interim dividend paid in 
May last and writing off the cost of the 
issue of shares, we are left with an 
amount of £23,919 for disposal. Out 
of this sum your directors propose a 
final dividend of 5 per cent., less tax, 
which will absorb £6875, leaving 
£15,044 to go forward to the current 
year, an increase in the carry forward 
of £2529. 

It may be appropriate here to re- 
mind you that this is the ninth succes- 
sive year in which the company has 


accompanied in the first year by a 
bonus of 5 per cent., less tax, and that 
in June, 1942, a tax free distribution 
of 5s. per share, or 50 per cent., was 
paid to shareholders. 


BALANCE-SHEET FIGURES 


If you will now turn to the balance- 
sheet you will observe that the share

You will have received with the 
directors’ report and accounts a notice 
convening an extra-ordinary general 
meeting to follow this one for the pur- 
pose of increasing the capital of the 
company from £250,000 to £500,000 by 
the creation of 500,000 shares of 10s. 
each ranking pari passu with the 
existing shares. Your Board considers 
that these new shares should be avail- 
able for issue from time to time to pro- 
vide funds for the further development 
of the business. There is no imme- 


diate intention to make any offer of 
shares. 

The report and accounts were 
unanimously adopted and the dividend 
as recommended was approved. 

The retiring director, Mr. D. W. 
Wilson, was re-elected and the 
auditors, Messrs. James Todd & Co., 


were reappointed.

Proprietors 


The annual general court of pro- 
prietors of the Royal Bank of Scotland 
was held at Edinburgh yesterday, his 
Grace the Duke of Buccleuch and 
Queensberry, P.C., G.C.V.0O., Gover- 
nor of the Bank, presiding. 

His Grace said: I assume it is your 
pleasure that the annual report and 
balance-sheet, with auditors’ report, 
which have previously been circulated, 
shall be taken as read. 

Before dealing with the ordinary 
business of the meeting, I have to refer 
to the loss sustained by the Bank 
through the death, on Feb. 14, 1946, of 
Mr. K. M. Oliphant, M.C., W.S., who 
had been an ordinary director since 
1941. He took a keen interest in all 
matters concerning the Bank, and his 
valned services and personal charm are 
greatly missed by his colleagues. I 
have also to refer with regret to the 
further Joss which the Bank has 
suffered by the retirement—owing to 
failure of eyesight—of Mr. George J. 
Lidstone, LL.Ð., F.1.A., F.F.A. Mr. 
Lidstone had been an ordinary direc- 
tor since 1919. His outstanding 
actuarial knowledge and business 
ability were freely placed at the ser- 
vice of the Bank, and his loss is a 
particularly heavy one to his colleagues 
on the Board. On the other hand, I 
have pleasure in referring to the 
appointment of Mr. L. A. Elgood, 
0.B.E.. MC., C.A., as an ordinary 
director of the Bank, which took place 
on May. 8. 1946. There is no 
need for me to stress Mr. Elgood’s 
qualifications and wide business 
experience, and the board have 
already felt the benefit of his valued 
counsel in their deliberations. Mr. 
Elgood holds office till this Court, but 
is eligible for re-election. 

The directors are pleased again to 
submit to you a statement which they 
consider very satisfactory. 


BALANCE-SHEET 
Our deposits and other credit 
balances show an increase of 


£6,600,000—making a total of 
£117 830. .722, the “highest figure yet 
reached in the history of the Bank. 
Our notes in circulation at 
£9,799,710 show very little change from 
last year, and it would still appear to 
he the case that the public are retain- 
ing more notes in their possession than 
are necessary for enrrent requirements. 


The figures for acceptances and 
endorsements and other obligations 
show a_ satisfactory increase of 


£1,600,000 at £4,206,371, and are a 
reflection mainly of the greater activity 
in the export trade. 

On the assets side, our customary 
highly liquid position is maintained 
with cash, balances with the Bank of 
England and other banks, money in 
London at call and short notice, &c., 
amounting to £28,630.457. Treasury 
deposit receipts at £10. 000, 000 are con- 
siderably less than last year’s figure, 
the contraction being due, to some 
extent, to the policy pursued by H.M. 
Treasury during the first half of our 
financial year. 

Our Treasury Bills show little change 
at £2,480.000. Commercial bills are 
down by some £400,000. 

British Government securities at 
£61.084.379 show an increase of over 
£12,000,000. this item having absorbed 
most of the increase in our deposits 
and the reduction of our Treasury 
deposit receipts. The value of our 
British Government securities as shown 
in the halance sheet is considerably 
under the present market value, a 
situation which, looking to the future, 
we cannot permit ourselves to dis- 
regard. The present excess of market 
value over book value is simply the 
reflex of the prevailing low rates of 
interest on Government securities and, 
whatever the advantages they may 
confer in other directions, ¢hese low 
rates of interest, if they persist, will 
in course of time bring to us, and to 
other institutions like us, their own 
special problems. Nevertheless, I do 
not doubt that the banking system of 
this conntry will prove sufficiently 
resilient to adapt itself to the changed 
circumstances which may emerge. 

Our advances on cash credit and 
current accounts at £25,865,018, it is 
pleasing to record. show an increase 
of over £2.000,000 on last year’s total. 
This is in accord with the general trend 
of banking affairs as shown in pub- 
lished figures, and it is hoped that, as 
reconversion proceeds and trading con- 
ditions become more normal, this item 
will show further expansion. The Bank, 
as always, is very willing to give care- 
ful and sympathetic consideration to 
the needs of all credit-worthy appli- 
cants. 


PROFITS 


The net profit for the year at 
£611.560 appears as £65,000 higher 
than last year, but the lower rate of 
income tax has to be borne in mind, 
and the proposed dividend, for this 
reason. absorbs £36,000 more. The 
result is, however, considered very 
satisfactory and especially in view of 
the inereased charges of management 
which continue their upward course. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


The directors recommend that a divi- 
dend for the half-year on the Capital 
Stock at the rate of 17 per cent. per 
annum be declared; that £30,000 be 
carried to property maintenance 
reserve account, and that £75,000—as 


compared with £60,000 last year—he 
contributed to the trustees of the staff 
pension fund. After these appropria- 
tions thero remains the sum of £109,185 
which it is proposed to carry to rest 


or reserve, raising it to £4,330,356. 
which is in excess of the paid-up 
capital. It was in 1926—exactly 20 


years ago—that, for the first time in 
the history of the Bank, the rest ex- 
ceeded the paid-up capital. In 1926, 
however, the paid-up capital was 
£2,500,000, and since then the amount 
has been substantially increased. To- 
day it is £4,250,000, and the present 
balance at the rest account is made all 
the more notable by the fact that, 
giving heed to possible wartime con- 
tingencies, all surplus profits shown in 
the accounts for the years 1939 to 1944 
were carried to inney reserves. 


THE TRANSITION PERIOD 


Our accounts on this occasion cover 
the first full year of peace and we 
have to regard them in relation to a 
time which may best he described as 
the beginning of the transition period. 
In many directions industry is still in 
process of readjusting itself to the re- 
quirements of a world which needs 
much to give it a proper start, and 
success, if it is to be attained, will 
demand the greatest effort from all of 
us. It is, of course, easy in an economic 
sense to moralise on the virtues of self- 
sacrifice, but it should not be over- 
looked that, in our approach to the 
many problems which confront us at 
the present time, a certain, and by no 
means negligible, amount of realism is 
called for. The human factor must not 
be ignored. For quite a number of 
years now the people of this country 
have uncomplainingly gone without 
many of the necessities which mean so 
much to their material comfort, and it 
is not surprising that, to a certain 
extent at any rate, they should now be 
viewing events in relation to the effect 
which, they think, these will have on 
their own personal well-being. 


WAGES AND OUTPUT 


In times of abnormal scarcity, excep- 
tional conditions exist which may 
obscure the fundamentals, but this 
artificial state of affairs, while it lasts, 
should not blind us to the simple eco- 
nomic truth that the amount which can 
be taken out of industry depends on 
what is put into it. Reward should he 
related to output, and higher wages, 
if not accompanied by increased pro- 
duction, do not mean a higher standard 
of living. All of us desire to see a high 
level of wages, but the ultimate test 
must be the extent to which these 
higher wages result in increased pur- 
chasing power. If, owing to a rise in 
prices, the increased wages do not pur- 
chase any more goods, it is obvious 
that no one is any better off. Indeed, 
apart altogether from the unfortunate 
effect which high prices have on export 
trade, there is always a real danger 


that in the home market wages will | 


constantly lag behind. 


NEED FOR INCREASED PRODUCTION 


Credit judicicusly applied can be of 
the utmost value in fostering the trade 
of the country, but only as a stimulus 
to productive effort. Unless made use 
of in this way it can achieve little or 
nothing. Credit without coal will not 
carry this country very far in the days 
which lie ahead of us. Jf our standard 
of living is to be restored to its pre- 
war level—and one would like to see 
the new standard raised above it—this 
will only be done by sustained produc- 
tive effort. The call for increased pro- 
duction—and it is encouraging to hear 


is one to which the be of this 
country will simply have to give heed 
in their own interest. Our whole future 
depends on it. Our standard of living 
depends on imports. Our imports 
largely depend on exports. Our hitherto 
important invisible exports have been 
seriously reduced as a result of the war, 


and this adverse position has been 
aggravated by the large sterling 
balances which have accumulated 


against us. There seems no solution 
to our present difficulties other than 
increased production and, we can be 
quite plain about it, increased produc- 
tion just means hard work by all of us. 
Disillusionment awaits us if we imagine 
that by some magic means We can 
manoeuvre our way to national 
prosperity. 


SCOTTISH INDUSTRY 


The bank, as hefits its name, is closely 
identified with the industrial and com- 
mercial life of Scotland. and we join 
gladly with those who, in these days, 
ate inspired by a desire to see the 
resources and potentialities of our 
country developed along sound and 
lasting lines. Scotland, hy her efforts 
and sacrifices over the years, has more 
than earned the right to expect a fair 
share of the opportunities to establish 
new industries within her borders, and 
to arrange her domestic economy in a 
way which will best enable her to stand 
up to the dangers of industrial depres- 
sion. 


THE THREE BANKS 


Tun addition to our organisation in 
Scotland we have, as you know, im- 


portant connections south of the 
border. Our own offices carry on an 
extensive business in the City of 


London and in the West End at 
Drummonds Branch at Charing Cross 
and Western Branch in Burlington 
Gardens. To these activities in Eng- 
land are to be added the wider interests 
of our associated banks, Glyn, Mills & 
Company and Williams Deacon’s Bank, 
Limited., whose businesses, I am 
pleased to report, also continue to 
prosper. The three hanks, while 
maintaining their own individual 
characteristics and traditions, continue 


to work in the closest harmony, and it. 


will interest you to know that repre- 
sentatives From each mect at regular 
intervals to discuss matters of common 
interest. Customers of any one of the 
three banks may call also at any time 
on the services of the other two. 


TRIBUTE TO OFFICIALS AND STAFF 

Some members of our staff are still 
serving with his Majesty’s forces, but 
the great majority have resumed their 
work in the bank, and they are, I am 
glad to say, quickly and efficiently 
adapting themselves to their peacetime 
duties. The return of so many members 
of our permanent staff has made neces- 
sary a reduction in the number of our 
temporary workers, and I would like 
once again to express our high appre- 
ciation of the valued services which 
the latter have always so willingly 
given. Without them we could not 
have carried on during the war years 
and, much as we should like to retain 
those who might wish to stay on with 
us, this is not possible either from the 
standpoint of sound management or in 
the interests of the country as a whole. 
During the year just closed, wartime 
allowances and bonuses were consoli- 
dated with salaries, and a new scale of 
salaries established after consultation 
and agreement with the representa- 
tives of the staff association. Increases 
were also made in the amounts being 
paid to pensioners. To those members 
of the stafl_—permanent and tempo- 
rary—who have helped to carry on the 
business of the bank during the past 
year, I have to express our grateful 
appreciation of the manner in which 
they have carried out their duties.
